J. J. WALKER 
AGAIN MAYOR 
OF NEW YORK 


Wins Sweeping Victory 
Over La Guardia and 


Other Candidates

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—Mayor James 
J. Walker, more famillarly known as 
“Jimmy” to the millions of the me- 
tropolis, was swept into office again 
for another four years Tuesday on the 
crest of a democretic tidal wave of 


great proportions, 

He defeated Congressman Fiorello 
MH. Laguardia, candidate of the Re- 
publicans and Fusionists, by a plurality 
of 497,165.‘ This was the complete 
vote in the 3,411 districts: 

Walker, 865,549; Laguardia, 368,384 
Norman Thomas, Socialist, 174,931 
R. E. Enright, Square Deal party, 

5,956, 

The Republicans gained a shred of 
comfort in the apparent re-election 
of George tU. Harvey as borough pre- 

sident of Queens. This was one of 
the hottest political battles this bor- 
ough has ever held in its stormy his- 
tory. Out of the 634 Queens districts 
450 of them gave Harvey 101,592 and 
Edward W. Cox, Democrat, 82,599. 

Richard E. Enright, who was police 
commissioner under Mayor John F 
Hylan, ran a poor fourth as candidate 
of the Square Deal party which he 
created. He devoted most of his cam- 
paign to virulent attacks on the Tam- 
many administration, narticularly the 
police department.

The lava 
stream then swept over the country- 
side peta everything in its path 
and overtaking many of the fleeing 
residents, 

The whole volcanic zone of the de- 
artment of Suchite Pequez, suffered 
rom the effects, 

The rain of ashes was said to be 
continuing and covering the whole de- 
partment and some of the neighboring 
territory destroying coffee and other 
crops, ‘The government was rushing 
ald by every available means. 

Besides the casualties, thousands of 
persons were rendered homeless and 
sought refuge in the villages and towns 
just outside the volcanic zone. Hospit- 
als in those communities were crowded 
with injured and many suffering 
from the gases emitted by the vol- 
cano.

sane at impny Intervals before the 
shooting on January 2 last and at the 
time was unable to realize the gravity 
of his act, 

“The law will not permit us to put 
on trial a man that is insane,” Mr 
Justice Kelly explained, “If the man 
is determined insane by you, I wil 
make disposition of his case, and, if

Prince Maximilian 
Von Baden Is Dead

CONSTANCE, Baden, Germany, 
Noy. 6.—Prince Maximilian von Ba- 
den, last imperial German chancel- 
lor and heir to the grand duchy of 
Baden, died here today, He was 62 
years old, 

Prince Maximilian had been ailing 
for a year from arterial trouble, About 
three weeks ago he had a fall indoors 
and broke two ribs, necessitating re- 
moval from Salem Castle, his home, 
to the municipal hospital, where his

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The day that the high level bridge was 
opened it was apparent that the entrance 
to the south end was far from, satisfac- 
tory, and that it could be only a question 
of time until this would have to be en- 
larged. The time for taking up that pro- 
ject has arrived. While the roadway has 
been widened, the constantly growing 
volume of traffic has more than off-set 
this. Traffic moving in both directions is 
halted to make the narrow turn into and 
out of the approach. As a bridge can ac- 
commodate no greater number of vehicles 
than can get onto it and off it at the poor- 
est approach, this sets a limit to the traf- 
fic accommodation of the structure itself, 
a limit that is already taxed. The en- 
trance being over-crowded, is necessarily 
dangerous, as a lengthy series of accidents 
proves only too clearly. 

The city authorities are calculating the 
practicability of providing another outlet 
for south-bound traffic, opening to the 
right, thus leaving the present entrance 
free for traffic entering the bridge from 
the south. This would necessarily be an 
expensive undertaking. It would involve 
tunnelling or cutting away the bank, ex- 
tensive concrete construction, and the 
adjustment of the new roadway and the 
street railway track. The Provincial Gov- 
ernment is to be asked to make a sub- 
stantial grant toward the cost. This it 

uay very well consengffto do. The Govern- 

isent assisted very fnaterially toward the 
cust of the traffic facilities on the bridge 
inthe first instance; thus admitting a 
measure of responsibility in the matter. 
As the provincial treasury is well filled, 
the needed contribution could be made 
without stinting any other public service 
or undertaking. 


THE MONEY BYLAWS 


In recent years it has become the es- 
tablished practice in Edmonton to submit 
money bylaws covering the capital expen- 
diture of the ensuing year at the time of 
the municipal elections, in December. The 
wisdom of this practice is bein challenged, 
as it has been challenged in minor degree 
in previous years, on the ground that it is 
unwise for the taxpayers to vote money 
without knowing what men, or what 
party’s representatives, are to compose 
the council which will have the spending 
of it. If the objection is being advanced 
seriously, as it apparently is, it is to be as- 
sumed that an attempt will be made to de- 
feat the bylaws next month, Not on a 
claim that the expenditures are unwise, 
but on the principle that the taxpayers 
should first elect the council and then say 
how much they will trust them to spend. 

This argument would, of course, be 
sound if in reality the city council con- 
trolled the detailed disbursement of the 
money. In point of fact, once the tax- 
payers have sanctioned a money bylaw, 
the city council functions in regard to the 
expenditure very much as a rubber stamp. 
Substantially all that council does or can 
do is call tenders and award contracts, 
How the work shall be done, and therefore 
what it will cost, are matters which are 
decided, and can only be decided, by the 
permanent officials of the city; and upon 
them rests the responsibility of seeing 
that the work is carried through according 
to specifications — specifications which 
they, and not the council, have drawn up. 

The argument is therefore without 
point that the bylaws should be defeated 
—or the vote postponed—because the 
make-up of the incoming council cannot 
be known. When the tax-payers approve a 
money bylaw they thereby issue instruc- 
tions to the council of the following year 
that a certain undertaking is to be gone 
on with, and that the cost of it must not 
exceed a specified sum. In so far as the 
city council has anything to do with the 
matter, it is the outgoing council, not the 
incoming one. Thus, the bylaws which 
are to be submitted this fall are being 
prepared under direction of the council of 
1929, and whoever gets elected to the 
council of 1930 will have nothing to do 
either with the planning of these projects 
or with the actual spending or withhold- 
ing of the money voted for them. 

All that could be accomplished by de- 
feating the bylaws would be the stoppage 
of the program of civic improvement that 
was entered upon some three years ago, 
and that has already produced results 
which are gratifying to the citizens and 
draw most favorable comment from visit- 


ors. Whether or not that is the purpose, 


IL 
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it would be the only result, aside from pos- 
sible reactions upon the fortunes of one 
political organization or another—with 
which the taxpayers at large are not at 
this juncture even moderately concerned. 
The safe course and the sensible course, 
for those who want the 97th street sub- 
way built and the other scheduled im- 
provements carried out, is to vote for the 
bylaws; knowing that it will make no dif- 
ference to the cost or the character of the 
work who happens to sit on next year’s 
council,

It 
is a far different thing to educate a student, One is @ 
mass production problem, The other is a highly in- 
dividual process, 

“His.” Here, again, the emphasis is upon the in- 
dividual, not upon the mass, If John Jones is the stu- 
dent, it is “his natural level of accomplishment 
that must be taken into account, not Bill Brown's. 

“Highest,” The college fails that does not make 
the highest possible accomplishment on the part of 
the student a mark of honor. It will not do to permit 
the theory that “C” is a gentleman's grade 

“Natural.” The only thing that can be educated is 
what the student brings to college with him, thanks 
to his ancestors, You cannot, as the distillation of 
age-old experience puts it, make a silk purse out of a 
sow’s ear. You cannot make a Napoleon out of a 
numbskull by putting him through the educational 
paces, 

“Achievement,” An education that does not result 
in definite achievement is somewhere faulty. 

“Happy, useful and good,” When all is said and 
done, we send our sons to college because we want 
them to become happy, useful, and good citizens, 
Whatever else we want from the college, we want this.

There are some countries who lose only half as 
many mothers as we do, A mother tn Italy, the Neth- 
erlands, Sweden, or Norway stands only 50 per cent of 
the chance of death that the mother in America has 
to stand. Holland wins the honor by having the lowest 
death rate of all, sihce for every thousand babies born 
only 2.3 mothers are lost. In this country, for every 
thousand babies born alive, 6.7 mothers die.

Sir Barry V. Jacksou, noted direc- 
j tor and founder of the Birmingham 
| Repertor™ theatre, gave an iluminat- 
ing address on the subject of the 
“Little Theatre Movement” on Tues 
day evening in the Amphitheatre of | 
the Medical Building on the Univer- 
sity Campur, under the auspices of 
the local branch of the National!

fogical station in the Highlands, go 
to show that this district is fortu- 
nate in having the cold weather set 
in later this year than in 1928,
